The tract to be 
undermined would comprise about 
43 acres and extend from the Clay- 
ton road to the south boundary of 
the park and from the Mounted Dis- 
trict police grounds west to McKin- 
ley drive. 

A contract would be entered into 
by which the company would agree 
1o y the city 29 cents a ton for 
t ay taken out with a guarantee 
th@@sthe payment would be not less 
tha 12,000 the first year and $15,- 
000 for the remaining four years of 
the contract period. As drawn up the 
proposed contract requires the com- 
pany to operate tunnels not more 
than 8 feet wide, separated by walls 
of clay or other construction 50 feet 
thick. .

WOMEN IN GERMANY WORK 
FOR LESS THAN $2.50 A WEEK 


Increases in Far Less Than Jumps 
in Living Cost, Says Labor 
Department Bulletin. 

WASHINGTON, April 25 (By A. 


many have utterly failed to keep 
pace with the increased cost of liv- 
ing, says the April bulletin of the 
Department of Labor. 

The average increase in wages has 
been 50 per cent, while the living 
cost has gone up 300 per cent. The 
greatest increase in wages has been 
received by Prussian metal work- 
ers, who are now getting 69 per cent 
more than they formerly received. 
Increases as low as 16 per cent have 
been reported, and some women are 
still being .paid less than $2.50 per 
week. 

The purchasing power of money 
has dropped to one-fourth its value 
before the war, according to the bul- 
letin. German workingmen, it says, 
are being underfed. One egg per 
week is their allowance. Oleomar- 
garine is limited to an ounce and a 
half for a family of four. 

Sugar is more plentiful, the family 
allowance being one and/ one-half 
pounds. Coffee is practically unob- 
tainable. Potatoes are the heaviest 
item in the ordinary diet.

Barbers and Bank 1 Bank Clerks Don 
Overalls and Are Trans- 
formed in Day to Black- 
smiths or Machinists. 


ARE IN TRAINING 
AT FIVE SCHOOLS 


Men at David Ranken Insti- 


tution Are Specializing in 
Gas Engines for Work in 
Aero Corps. 


Four hundred young Missourians 
who volunteered from Class I of the 
selective draft to enter vocational 
schools here for training in indus- 
trial trades, as part of a national 
movement to equip the army with 
skilled mechanics, have donned blue 
overalls and are already immersed in 
the undertaking. About 250 of these 
are St. Louisans; most of the others 
are from the Southwest part of the 
State. 

At the David Ranken School of 
Mechanical Trades, Newstead and 
Cook avenues, are 150 aviation re- 
cruits from other. parts of the coun- 
try studying aero mechanics and 
specializing on the gas engine. They 
have about completed their prelimi- 
nary military studies, having been 
ordered to 8t. Louis from San An- 
tonio, Tex., to acquire essential mo- 
chanical skill before they -take to 
the air. 

The Missouri selectives have been 
apportioned to four schools—~Wash- 
ington University, and Soldan, Junior 
and Central High schools. They are 
being housed under the direction of 
the Y. M. C. A., at The Lodge, 5512 
Etzel avenue; Albany Hotel, 4875 
Page boulevard; in the gymnasium 
of Washington University, and in the 
annex of Central Y. M. C. A., Grand 
and Franklin. 

‘A Post-Dispatch reporter found 
them clad in blue overalls, taking 
apart and assembling automobile en- 
gines, working at lathes, at the an- 
vil and forge and on woodworking 
machines. In civil life these men 
were barbers, paper hangers, chem-, 
ists, bank clerks, baggagemen, hotel 
clerks, salesmen, mail carriers, farm- 
ers, mining engineers, merchants, 
school teachers, survVeyors, book- 
keepers, stenographers, chauffeurs 
and telegraph operators. There are 
afew blacksmiths and machinists 
among them. 

Quickly Change Trades. 
Overnight the barber was trans- 
formed to woodworker, the chamist 
to machinist and the paper hanger 
to blacksmith. Military necessity 
had merged the conglomeration of 
civil pursuits into four mechanical 
trades in a twinkling, and the versa- 
tility of Americans was never more 
forcibly demonstrated than the man- 
ner in which these men have adapted 
themselves to the new order. 

In the military they will be re- 
stricted te four trades—machinist, 
blacksmith, gas engine mechanic and 
woodworker. | The instruction con- 
sists of two months’ intensive train- 
ing, in which time they are expected 
to acquire a good groundwork in one 
of the four trades. 

The men responded voluntarily 
from the draft class to an urgent 
appeal for men with mechanical bent 
to learn machine repair work, and 
after four days at the bench not one 
was heard to express dissatisfaction 
at the choice he had made. 
The stenographer, bookkeeper, 
school teacher and others with soft 
hands paused occasionally to lay 
down a file and soothe their blistered 
hands with cool breaths, and the 
bank clerk at the forge juggled a 
hot bolt warily and unsteadily with 
his tongs, but not one faltered in the 
determination to master the task at 
hand. 
In the meni training shops at 
Soldan High School are a hundred 
of the men divided equally among 
the four departments. Junior High 
School has 75 in three departments, 
having no woodwork. Central High 
School has 110 and Washington Uni- 
versity 125 in the four trades. All the 
St. Louls men are training at Soldan, 
Junior and Central High Schools. 
Washington University has the men 
from the State outside of St. Louis. 
In the gas engine shop at Soldan 
most of the students were divided in 
three groups around three automo- 
bile engines which were being 
knocked down and reassembied. The 
instructor, a gas engine expert, di- 
rected the work, naming each part 
and delivering a running lecture. The 
men themselves were doing the work, 
and others of the class were work- 
ing at the bench, shaping twisted 
parts, cutting threads and making 
new pieces for one of the engines 
which had seen hard service and had 
been donated to the shop. 

Men Work in 
The men at the engines\ were get- 
ting at the fundamentals of valve 
timing and adjusting, ignition timing, 
valve grinding, bearing scraping and 
the multiplicity of engine ilis. Like 
true mechanics they were heedless 
of the grease which soiled their faces 
and hands. . 
In the machine shop the men 
worked in pairs, a man of some ex- 
perience with each apprentice. Each 
man was shown how to operate the 
lathe, the planer, the boring bar, the 
milling machine, and others were at 
the benches demonstrating their me- 
chanical ability by filing various 
shapes from cast iron squares to 
micrometer measurements. These

Internal Revenue Agents of £¢. Louis, 
by two Kansas City detectives, Ed- 
ward Kritzer and Paul Conrad, while 
the Revenue Agents were raiding a 
house known to them and the police 
as a resort of drug addicts. Tully 
was hit nine times and Raithel once 
and both dangerously wounded. 

Circumstances connected with the 
shooting were such that the evidence 
now being presented to the grand 
jury was gathered by special investi- 
gators sent directly from Washing- 
ton. Richard I. Biume, a special As- 
sistant District Attorney, Was ap- 
pointed to represent the Government 
in the case. 

The versions of the shooting giv- 
en by the wounded revenue agents 
and by the two detectives and their 
superior officers, vary. Tully, who 
has been in the Government service 
a number of years, declares he no- 
tified the officials of the Police De- 
partment of his intention to raid the 
house where the shooting occurred, 
while the heads of the Police De- 
partment say he failed to do this. 

Tully has stated that when he ar- 
rived at the house the two detectives 
were already there and were inside 
the building. Almost immediate'y 
after entering the place the detec- 
tives opened fire on them, ke de- 
clares, the attack coming without 
warning. ;

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CROCODILE TEARS OVER FRANCE. 

Paying tribute to the bravery of her soldiers, 
Gen. Ludendorff, in an authorized interview with 
@ correspondent of a Berlin paper, says that 
France is bleeding to death. “She has dug her 
own grave,” he declared. 
This is only one of many occasions when Ger- 
mans of high command have wept crocodile tears 
over unfortunate France. It is true that the loss 
of France in blood is appalling, but she has 
caused Germany to do considerable bleeding, 
and she will cause it to do much more. When we 
read the figures representing the casualties of 
the French repyblic, we must not think of them 
alone in terms of French sacrifices.

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FIELD SERVICE FOR ABLE MEN. 

It is not necessary to take sfdes for or against 
National Committeeman Goltra in the dispute 
about his son’s respite from active naval service 
to remark that the number of wealthy youths in 
draft age who have ‘received inactive appoint- 
ments comes perilously close to being a national 
scandal. 
In the city of Washington alone it is said that 
there are 1227 drafted men doing bureau work 
that could as well be done by men who are not 
in the draft age. That most of them are sons of 
well-to-do men may fairly be dismissed as a mat- 
ter of remarkable coincidence. Unfortunately, it 
is not possible to convice a great part of the pop- 
ulation that coincidence alone is responsible. 
It is doubtless true that, owing to exceptional 
advantages, these youngsters are pre-eminently 
qualified for the jobs they are now filling. But 
whatever advantages may accrue to the Govern- 
ment from this fact will be more than offset by a 
widespread suspicion that questions other than 
those of sheer-efficiency enter into the affair. 
There is one very simple and satisfactory way 
out of the difficulty, and that is to appoint all 
drafted men to active field service. This country 
is too big and has too many capable men outside 
the draft ages for it to be necessary to draw upon 
available military material for office. duty.

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ENDLESS CHAIN VICE ARRESTS. 
Police records are said to show that since Jan. 
1 a total of 1274 unfortunate women have been 
arrested in a so-called vice crusade. 

If the total has been com- 
puted correctly it does not mean that 1274-differ- 
ent women have been arrested. It means 1274 ar- 
rests of a few score women, many of whom have 
been taken into custody again and again. They 
were arrested, made in some instances to share 
their gains with the’municipality and released to 
be subjected to further arrests in endless chain. 
The protection of soldiers quartered in and near 
St. Louis is said to be the object of the police 
raids. Protection is not afforded by such means.
